THE MOBILE AND OHIO 


eee ee 


Merger Wil Occur on July 1 
According to Rumor from 
High Authority 


SOUTHERN NOW OWNS 
THE SMALLER SYSTEM 


There Will Be Few Changes in Of- 
ficials, but Motile and Ohio 
Will Lose Name and Be- 
come a Division of the 
Southern. 


The Southern railway and the Mobile 
and Ohio railway wil consolidate July 1, 
if there 1s no hitch in the present plans 
of the management of those roads. 

This information has not yet been offi- 
cially announced, but it is learned on 
good authority that such is the intention 
of the controlling interests of the two 
railways. ; 

The Southern has owned a majority of 
the stock of the Mobile and Onio for some 
ime, and it was the intention to consoli- 
date them in April, but the fact that there 
was considerable legislative excitement 
at that time in the state of Mississippi 
caused the management of the Southern 
to postpone the matter. It was deemed 
the wiser course to wait until this trans- 
lent feeling had somewhat suvsided be- 
fore making public the fact that the two 
great systems would be united under one 
managerrent. 

It iz probable that the name of the 
Mobile and Ohio will be used no longer 
than July, and that thereafter the lines 
composing that system will be operated 
under th= name of the Southern Railway 
Company. 

Few Changes in Force. 

It is uniikely that there will be any 
radical changes in the active force of the 
Mobile and Ohio, as that road will, when 
consolidaied with the Southern,need near- 
iy oc spult Pas many ymen to operate it as 
now. R presentatives of the Mobile and

By the tonsolidation of these two great 
roads the Southern adds immensely to 
its already great mileege and eyuipment. 
the Mobite and Ohio operating and 
owning 687 miles of track. The Mobile 
and Ohio runs from St. Louis 
on the north to Mobile and Montgomery 
on the south, and has many short 
branches that are feeders to the main 
line. Vt bas splendid connection at its 
two gulf ports with steamship lines for 
ell parts of the world. From Mobile its 
steamship connections are: To Havana, 
Tampa, Key West. New York, Bocas del 
Tors, Bluefield, Puerto Cortez, Vera Cruz, 
Tampico and to all the principal European 
ports. 

The main line of the Mobile nant Ohio 
branches at Mcrididn, Miss., one line ex- 
tending to Mobile and the other to Mont- 
Zomery. 

At Artesia, Miss., a line branches off 
to Montgomery, Ala. This part of the 
road taps the coal flelds at Blocton by 
a short spur. Other short portions that 
branch off from the main Hne are those 
that reach Bayou la Batre, Alabama 
Port, Blocton, Searcy, Aberdeen, Stark- 
ville, Columbus, Mo., and Millstadt, Ills. 

Is a Profitable System. 

“All these short lines are very profitable 
to the main system, as they tap regions 
that are rich in varied resources. The 
quafitity of freight which they send to 
the principal lines is large, and the pas- 
senger business that they afford is not 
at all insignificant. 

President Samuel Spence, of the South- 
ern, is also president of the Mobile and 
Ohio, and William Butler Duncan is 
chairman of the board of directors. The 
main line of the road extends through 
five states and it is one of the largest of 
all the southern systems. Its acquire- 
ment by the Southern and their consoli- 
dation marks one oft he most important 
steps ever taken in the development of 
the railroad situation in this section, and 
interest in the announcement will be 
widespread and general. It is not known 
whether the Southern will make public 
announcement of the consolidation be- 
fore July, but the unfon outlined above 
will take ~place: at or near the time 
stated, eoccording to good authority.” _ 

In case the Southern decides to operate 
the Mobile and Ohio under the name now 
borne by the Idtter, there will be very 
ifttle change made in the personnel of the 
road or. its rolling stock, but if it decides 
to rename the road and operate it under 
the name of the Southern, as is likely, 
there will be much. work to be done in 
the matter of shifting men and repainting 
and improving the rolling stock. It is 
understood that the MGbile and Ohio is in 
fine physical condition at present, and 
that it has some of the best equipments 
of any road in this territory, but the pol- 
icy of the Southern has always been to 
infuse new life and vigor into. every mile 


of road that it acquires, and some ex- 
tensive improvements may be looked for- 


ward to in the near future along the line 
of the Mobile-and Ohio. Among other

BADLY SQUEEZED 
SOME OF DEALERS

Liguidtion of Stocks Will Be 
Allowed To Run lis Course 


Number of Well-Known Men Said To 
Have Been in Tight Places on 
the Market Yesterday—Clear- 
ing House Will Not 
Intervene. 


New York, May 2.—Following the 
close of the stock market it was ru- 
mored in Wall street that a conference 
of the leading financial interests would 
be held uptown in the evening to review 
the situation, and if necessary adopt re- 
medial measures. It was strongly inti- 
mated in certain quarters that the war- 
ring factions in Pennsylvania railroad 
and Western Union Telegraph would 
come together and make mutuel conces- 
sions, 

A canvass of the clubs and hotels 
failed to bear out these reports, and in- 
quiries in authoritative quarters all 
showed that’ the liquidation which was 
so conspicuous igjtoday’s market wouid 
be allowed to run its course. 

Gossip at the uptown resorts was busy 
with the names ofa number of well 
kmown individuals, all of whom are 
reported to have been badly ‘‘squeezed.”’ 

The best information was all to the 
effect that the situation was not suffi- 
ciently critical to warrant the official 
intervention of the clearing house or the 
formation of “money pools.” , 

The stock market opened with a good 
deal of excitement today and amid the 
throwing over of some large lots: of 
stock there was a great deal of confusion 
during the first quarter of an hour. It 
represented largely the liquidation of Or- 
ders from the country, of which hun- 
dreds had poured in over Sunday. The 
sharpest decilnes were in the issues 
which were the objects of attack on Sat- 
urday, 6,000 shares of Rock Island came 
out at 38 3-4 to 39. as compared with a 
closing price of 39 1-2 on: Saturday; of 


United States Steél 2,400,. were. sold 8i- 
miultaneously at #1 3-8 and 31 3-4, as’ com- 


dropped back to 149 7-8°as compared with 


record price since May 9, 1901. Other 
features of weakness’ were Union Pacific, 
which dropped 7-8 to,.8 1-8, Missouri Pa- 
cific 1 7-8 to 16; Amalgamated Copper 1 
to 60 7-8; Wabash -preferred 1 to 44 3-4;

Pa- 
cific, Atchison, Reading and the Pennsyl- 
vania group, which lost 1 to 2 points, 
Pennsylyania touching. 125 1-2; the low 
point before the formation of the under- 
writing syndicate. Other declines were

Pacific 3 2338; Consolidated Gag 3 1-2;

Sheriff Is Excused. 

Judge Kedwine convened court’ at W 
O’c:o.s. Sheriff Callahan noittied the 
court that he desired to be excused from 
duty and that he wished an elisor ap- 
pointed in his place. Judge Redwine as- 
sented, saying: 

“I had intended to appoint an elisor, 
of course,’’ and the court named:Charles 
Little as temporary sheriff. 

The oldest daughter of Mr. Marcum 
was in the court room when court 
opened.

The grand jury was sworn in at 10:30 
and Judge Redwine instructed the jurers, 
calling attention to the lamentable con- 
ditions in Breathitt county and urging 
that not only the actual murderers of 
James B. Marcum be convicted, but that 
all who were in any way connected with 
the murder be treated likewise. 

While troops were picketed around the 
court house, every one who entered the 
building was searched and none were 
admitted who carried concealed weapons. 

Witnesses Missing. 

The most important witnesses were not 
to be found. Tom Cockrill sent word 
from Winchester that he did not propose 
to answer a summons that would cost 
his life, and charged that: his fear came 
from those in county’ offices. He cited 
the case of Tom Baker, who was killed 
at Manchester by some one shooting 
from a window in the sheriff's residence, 
while Baker was in the custody of the 
sheriff. Cockrill insisted that his life 
now would not be as safe at Jackson as 
Baker's was at Manchester. Another 
witness wanted is Captain John Patrick; 
who had said he recognized the assassins 
of Town Marshal James Cockrill when 
they fired from the court house windows, 
and that one was a deputy sheriff. Pat- 
rick was reported to be at Catlettsburg; 
but nothing could be learned of his 
whereabouts today. He is a nephew of 
John A. Patrick, who is assisting the 
prosecutor for Mrs. Marcum, 

Colonel Williams, in command of the 
four companies of militia, summoned the 
visiting press men about him today and 


asked that no sensational stories -which’ 


might bring the soldiers into disrepute 
be sent out. They were given a tent to 
themselves, but owing to it being within 


easy reach of the mountain across the } 


river in the Panhandle bend, from which 
any one might be singled out and shot, 
there is some misgiving, and the colonel 
was asked to change the location.

Attorney Miller Is Arrested at 
Instance of Postmaster ben-

MILLER PAID. THOUSANDS 
BY THE TURE TIPSTERS 


Alleged That Ryan & Co. Gave Him 
Large Sum Te Declere Their 
Business Legal—Warrant Is 
Now Out for Another 
Man. 


Washington, May 2%.—Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne today summarily dismissed 
Daniel V: Miller, assistant attorney in 
the office of the assistant attorney gen- 
eral for the postoffice department, for 
accepting a bribe.in connection with the 
ease of John J. Ryan & Co., charged 
with fraudulent use. of the mails. A 
warrant has been issued for Miller's ar- 
rest. es 

Another warrant has been issued for 
the arrest of a man who is charged with 
being the partner or go-between fn the 
transaction. A postoffice inspector has 
gone west from Cincinnati to effect the 
arrest, which is expected to occur to- 
night or tomorrow. The bribe is alleged 
to have been accepted at Cincinnati 
last December. 

Miller from Indiana. 

Miller came here from Terre Haute, 
Ind., about two years ago. He was ap- 
pointed by former Assistant Attorney 
General James N. Tyner. 

The charge against Miller has been 
under investigation for three months. 
The Ryan company was a turf invest- 
ment concern which operated at §t. Louis 
and Covington, Ky. Its methods and 
working operations are said to be sim- 
ilar to those of the Arnold company, 
which has figured conspicuously th the 
pestofiice investigation. ‘The inspectors 
have been quietiy at work on the case 
and action was delayed so they might 

get together all the papers and evidence 
Reon ng dn their opinion was necessary, - 
. Postoffice Imspector W. J. Vickery, ak 
Cincinwati, and Postoffice Inspector R. 
-M. Fulton, at ‘St. Louis, recently were 
given full charge of the case. 

Complaint was made by Inspector Ful- 
toh befire a United States commissioner 
in. -Cincinnati Saturday and a , warrant. 
Was then issued for Miller and for the 
other party. Inspector Fulton immfie- 
diately came to Washington, while an- 
other inspector went west from Cin- 
cinnati to make the other arrest. In- 
spector Fulton today exhibitea the pa- 
pers in the case to United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Beach. 

Tonight Miller is in the custody of a 
postoffice inspector and his formal ar-| 
rest will follow tomorrow morning. Mil-| 
ler was at his desk all day today. He. 
was called into the office of Assistant 
Attorney General Robb shortly after 3 
o'clock. this. afternoon and notified of’ 
his immediate dismfssal and of the steps; 
that had been taken. He was allowed| 
to draw his salary and then return tod’ 
the private office of the assistant attor-, 
ney general, where inspectors were in} 
waiting, 


Offered Several Thousand Dollars. 

The Ryan company was the beneficiary| 
under a decision of the assistant attorney’ 
general of the postoffice department made:

Result in “‘mprovement 


Territory Contiguous to Atlante Will 
Doubtless Receive Free Mail 


Delivery—Roberts Surprised 
at Excellence of Atlan- 
ta Postoffice. 


—— 


Assisstant Superintendent W. B. Rob- 
erts, of the free delivery system of the 
postoffice department, with headquarters 
in Washington, is in Atlanta on postoffice 
business and the indications are that his 
visit will result in a material enlargement 
of the Atlanta posta) service, a great im- 
provement in the present facilities of the 
local office, and an extension of the city 
free delivery service. 

The plan under advisement by Mr. 
Roberts and on which he will report to 
the department, contemplates the incor- 
poration into the Atlanta postoffice ser- 
vice of the territory immediately con- 
tiguous to the city, in a radius of from 
three-fourths of a mile to a mile from 
the city limits. The operation of this 
plan will mean the abolishment of at 
least six fourth-class postoffices and the 
substitution of a first-class postal service 
for this vast territory, It is estimated 
that fully 25,000 people will be affected 
by the change, they being given as good 
service as the people within the city lim- 
its. 

It will also mean the addition of a large 
number of carriers to the present force, 

Mr. Roberts found the mail districts of 
the city entirely too large for the number 
of carriers now on duty, and it is under- 
stood that he will recommend the redis- 
tricting of the({city. By this means the 
bulky districts will be. subdivided into 
other and smaller districts. An additional 
lot of carriers will also have to be al- 
lowed to carry this plan into effect, Mr. 
Roberts stated yesterday that he intend- 
ed to give Atlanta immediate relief in 
this respect, but that he had not decided 
on the number of carriers to be allowed. 

The Offices Included. 

The postoffices included in. the terri- 
tory. proposed for incorporetion are the 
following: East Atlanta, South Atlanta, 
Faith, Yale, Fort McPherson and Wood- 
ward. With the establishment of the 
proposed new delivery service, stations 
will be located in..each of these places 
for the gale of stamps,, money orders, 
and for all other . just

Mr, Roberts was forcibly impressed 
with the growth of the city and the in- 
crease af the postoffice business since 
his last visit here, and he highly com- 
plimented Postmaster Blodgett on his 
management of the, office. The assist- 
ant supérintendent, in. company with Su- 
perintenden: J. F. Thibadeau, of the Io- 
cal affice, yesterday drové.over a large 
portion -of the: territory: outside of the 
city limits in order that the former might 
gain an insight into just what is needed 
in the way of improved delivery service 
in those sectoons. He found the people 
there almost within a stone’s throw of 
the city receiving the same postal ser- 
vice that prevailed twenty-five years ago, 
and he appeared throughly convinced that 
the territory should be incorporated for 
better delivery service. 

The postoffice department has adopted 
the policy of centralizing all suburban 
offices as much as possible. During last 
October and November, Mr, Roberts in- 
augurated the improved system in Pitts- 
burg, by which thirteen offices and 32,- 
000 people were affected. 


Increase Badly Needed. 

Mr. Roberts was seen, but would make 
no definite statement as to his recom-. 
mendations, but his remarks indicated 4 
favorable report. In speaking of the 
Atlanta office, he said; 

“There is no mistaking the fact that the 
Atlanta office certainly deserves all of 
the increase in force it can get. The 
city and the office are growing rapidly 
and every time I come here I find that 
more help is needed, An admirable fea- 
ture in connection with the Atlanta of- 
fice is that its receipts are of such mag- 
nitude as to pay for alj of this increased 
improvement. It is natural to suppose 
that if this office is making money for 
the government with its present force, 
it will make more money with a great- 
er force. Colonel Blodgett, your post- 
master, has all of the details well in 
hand, too, and has demonstrated thor- 
oughly that he knws how to conduct the 
office properly. I learn that the increase

Lee also commanded the Howitzers at 
one time.

YELLOW TERROR 
IN MANCHURIA 


Evacuation by Russia Fol- 
lowed by Outbreaks on 
Part of Chinese. 


St. Petersburg, May 2%.—The evacuation 
of southern Manchuria by the Russian 
troops led to a display of; ever-increasing 
insolence on the part of the disorderly 
tribes, whose numbers are rapidly aug- 
meeting, says a Viadiscostock dispatch to 
The Novoye Vremya. The correspond- 


ent says: 

‘“‘Many Chinese and Manchurians in the 
province of Moukden and Kirin are in 
terror of their lives and property. Un- 
employed Chinese laborers are congre- 
gating along the eastern China railway. 
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About 60,000 Chinese are gathered at Har- 
ben, some 50,000 are scattered. along the 
southern and northern section of the 
Manchuria line and large numbers are 
inflaxing into south Manchuria.” ° 

Referring to the Russian timber conces- 
sion on the Yalu river, the dispatch says: 

“A Russian company with a capital of 
$1,500,000, has been formed to exploit the 
concession and several thousand work- 
men already have been engaged in Man- 
churia and sent to Cuba. Russian work- 
men are being dispatched thither in t 
numbers. The staff of the compa is 
mostly composed of officers of the Chinese 
Eastern raliway. The company will main- 
tain its own steamers.’”’

Victoria, B. C., May 2%.—The steamer 
Indravelli brought heartrending details 
of suffering and death of families as a 
result of the famine in Kwang Si, given 
in Honk Kong paper@ received by the 
Indravelli. 

Mr. Hess, a missionary at Wu Chow, 
who has been investigating on behalf of 
the Hong Kong charities, says that 
owing to three successive failures of crops 
people are starving and dying by hun- 
dreds. During March and April it is 
computed that 30,000 people were sold, 
men selling themselves for employment 
in the straits settlements and the wom- 
en and children-being sold into slavery 
on the coast.

For four days the banner of Atlan-

Working on the Panama Canal. 
It will doubtless be a surprise to 
many people to know that work is al- 
ready in progress on the Panama 
canal, notwitnstanding the fact that 
Colombia has never ratified the treaty 
with the United States, ,and, from 
present indications, is not apt to do 
so. From the isthmus it is reported 
that 1,500 laborers and foremen, 45 
physicians and 160 civil engineers are 
now employed on the great work of 
construction. Ostensibly these men 
are in the employ of the French com- 
pany, whose franchise rights and prop- 
erty interests the United States ac- 
quired, or, rather, has an option on. 
It is said they are being paid by the 
United States. The daily expense of 
this preliminary work is given at 
about $5,000. 
Aggressive energy and promptness 
are to be commended in the prosect- 
tion of the Herculean task the govern- 
ment proposes to undertake on the 
isthmus of Panama, of course, but it is 
difficult to see, under the present un- 
certain conditions, how either the 
French company or the United States 
could be justified in drillinga blast or 
throwing a sijovelful of dirt. If the 
United States are paying for this pre- 
liminary work, it is to be inferred 
that the French company has prop- 
erly secured them by the guarantee of 
reimbursement should the deal fall 
through by reason of Colombia’s fail- 
ure to sanction the agreement sought 
to be entered into. From another 
standpoint this early work may be ob- 
jected to, for its undoubted effect will 
be to make the Colombians feel that 
they have a certain customer in the 
United’ States, whatever their extor- 
tions and duplicity in finally closing 
the transaction. 
Some one stands a good chance of 
losing $5,000 a day in the Panama 
sinkhole, or else the Colombian atti- 
tude is not so hostile as it has been 
represented to he. .

Harnua‘'s Opening Play. 

The news comes straight from 
the Hanna headquarters in Ohio 
that the chairman of the national re- 
publican committee does not want his 
own state’s convention to itdorse 
President Roosevelt for nomination to 
the presidency next year. 

How far purely local interests, in- 
volving Hanna’s own reelection to the 
senate and his friend Herrick’s elec- 
tion to the governorship, are involved 
in this novel pronunciamento by the 
Ohio boss is a question hard to deter- 
mine at this juncture. On the surface, 
in fact, there appear no reasons why 
either result should be affected by a 
resolution approving the Roosevelt 
nomination. 

There must be something up the 
sleeve of Uncle Marcus that he is not 
ready to show to the country at large. 
His expressed idea that state conven- 
tions of this year should not usurp the 
rights of the conventions of next year 
and forestall their freedom of action 
in preferring presidential candidates 
and sending delegates either unin- 
structed, or instructed for another 
than Roosevelt, is really significant. 
Since he emphatically disclaims that 
he is himself a candidate, he leaves it 
to be suspected that he knows there 
will be one or more names set up 
within the year against that of Roose- 
velt. 

From whence he draws this infer- 
ence is not hard to imagine. Senator 
Hanna is in close communion with 
two of the greatest factors in the de- 
termination of national campaigns— 
that of capital and that of labor. He 
is the only man in the republican 
party who has twice consecutively. 
consolidated their influence for the 
party ticket and that .in campaigns 
whose chiefest purpose with the dem- 
ocrats was to divorce the elements of 
plutocracy from those of a true Amer- 
ican’ democracy.

The Lulu Hadley incident is about 
ready for its cloture. She vindicated 
her indisposition to make up the bed 
after a guest of the hotel employing her 
because her racial principles revolted 
at the service. She has been liberally 
applauded and liberally condemned for 
her act, and probably she expected 
both. She has been threatened by in- 
dignant negroes, robbed by rascally 
ones, and had an anathema pronounc- 
ed against her by Dr. Newell Dwight 
Hillis, of the Henry Ward Beecher pul- 
pit. 

It is perfectly known that there are 
millions of white women and girls, 
north and south, who will not volun- 
tarily make up beds after negro occu- 
pants. It is not a prejudice planted 
by politicians, for Mrs. Hadley con- 
fesses she has always been a republi- 
can. There are thousands of hotels 
north and south wherein negroes are 
not admitted in common with white 
guests. The prejudi-e, if you please, 
which divides between the negro and 
the white is racial and instinctive. 
To resist it is the fad of a few folk 
who think it their duty as northern. 
representatives to exhibit negrophil- 
ism as a measure of contempt of 
southern customs. 

If, for instance, Dr. Hillis thinks he 
is going to reap the delightful dignity 
of southern criticism for his “butting 
in” upon the Lulu Hadley discussion 
he will be mistaken. His reputation 
for originality is not of the best, any- 
how. That little episode of plagiar- 
ism still hangs against him out yon- 
der in Chicago. And about the only 
effect of his gratuitous self-intrusion 
will be that his opportunities here- 
after to harangue southern audiences 
will be fewer and further between 
than in the past.

Pay Part of Bond Issue.

MONEY WANTED 
FOR BRIDGES 


Committee Asks $25,000 
More for Peters Street 
Viaduct. 


Chairman Key, of the committee on 
bridges, presented a resolution to coun- 
cil yesterday providing for an additional 
appropriation of $25,000 for completing the 
work on the Peters street viaduct in ac- 
cordance with the original plans. 

The $25,000 asked is for the purpose of 
equipping the bridge with steel buckle 
plates and paving it with asphalt. Al- 
ready $75,000 has been put into the via- 
duct, the railroads pavines half. Chair- 
man Key says the extra appropriation 
is necessary because the construction of 
the viadyct cost much more than wus at 
first anticipated. This resolution was re- 
ferred to the finance committee. If it js 
passed up it will make the total cost of 
the viadyct $100,000. 

Another resolution by Chairman Key 
called for $15,000 for the purpose of build- 
ing brick and stone foundations for a 
new bridge on Edgewood avenue over the 
right of way of the Southern railway. 
This will be a preliminary expenditure, 
and will provide only for the founda- 
tions. A new bridge at this point, it ig 
said, will cost in the neighborhood of 
$75,000. 

Chairman Key also called attention to 
the necessity of repairs to the tracks on 
the Forsyth and Broad streets bridges. 
Resolutions will be presented to council 
providing that the city shall repair the 
tracks on Forsyth street bridge because 
it owns these tracks and rents them tu 
the street railroad company. Another rés- 
olution will) require that the company 
repair its own tracks on the Broad street 
bridge, as the city has nothing to do with

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City Attorney Instructed To Make 
Demand on the Comptroller 
General and To Bring Suit 
if It Is Not Complied 
° With. 


If Comptroller General W. A. Wright 
does not comply with a demand from 
the city to be made by the city attor- 
ney in accordance with instructions from 
council yesterday, relative to the ap- 
portionment of railroad taxes, the city 
attorney wil] institute mandamus proceed- 
ings against him in behalf of the city 
in the effort to get what the ci§y consid- 
ers is the proper and legal apportion- 
ment of the railroad taxes. ‘ 

Under the present arrangement all rail- 
roads are assessed on a mileage basis, and 
taxes from these railroads are apportioned 
to cities and counties through which they 
run on this basis, regardless of the en- 
hanced value of the property due to its lo- 
cation in a town or city. 

Courcil claims that this is not a proper 
or legal apportionment of the rafiroad 
taxes, ard in the resolution introduced 
by Councilman Key and passed by unani- 
mous vote yesterday, demands that ap- 
portionment of railroad taxes to this city 
be made in accordance with the value of 
the property involved, instead of on @ 
mileage »asis. If this is not done manda- 
inus proc2edings will be Instituted and the 
question tested in the courts. , 

What the City Attorney Says. 

City Attorney Mayson made a report 
on this question yesterday, stating that 
he had had some cofrespondence with 
the comptroller general on the subject, 
and so far as he could: learn the lattér 
insisted on making the apportionment on 
a mileage basis. If the apportionment 
were made on the basis of the actual 
value of the property Atlanta would get 
a great deal more in taxes from the rail- 
roads. 

In concluding his report the city at- 
torney says: 

“T think the remedy of the city would 
be this: If it be true as stated in said 
resolution, that the method pursued by 
the comptrolicr is according to mileage; 
first, make formal demand in writing upon 
the comptroller general to apportion the 
taxes assessed upon the railroads in the 
city of Atlanta according to the propor- 
tionate value of the railroad property 
within the city limits; second, if he re- 
fuses, then institute. proceedings in the 
superior court of Fulton county by peti- 
tion for the writ of mandamus, by, which 
he may be required to pursue the.stat- 
ute as construed by. the supreme court, 
which is to prorate acording to the 
value and not according to the mileage.” 

The Resolution Passed. 

The report of the city was at first re- 
ferred to the tax committee, but later 
Councilman Key introduced a resolution 
on the subject, instructing the city at- 
torney to make the demand stated on the 
comptruller general. The resolution ‘as 
passed is as foliows: 

By Councilman Key— 

Resolved, by the Mayor-and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta, That the 
city attorney, for and in behalf and in the 
name of the city of Atlanta, is hereby 
empowered and instructed at the proper 
time, in his judgment and discretion, to 
make formal demand upon the comptroller 
general of the state that he, the said 
comptroller general, apportion fie tax 
values assessed upon railroad properties 
in the city of Atlanta according to the 
proportionate value of the railroad prop- 
erty within the city’s limits. 

That upon the failure or refusal of the 
comptroller general to make said appor- 
itonment, as aforesaid, that the city at- 
tornzy is hereby empowered and instruct- 
éd to institute proper proceedings in the

company’s tracks. The asphalt company 
claims the rails were not properly set, 
and that this has caused deterioration: of 
the pavement. On this ground it holds | 
the street car company is responsible for 
the condition of that. particular -portion 
of the pavemept. 

Mayor Howell takes the position. that 
the city has nothing to do with this.con-- 
troversy between two corporations, and 
that it must require the needed repairs 
to be made, and let them settle their fight 
as best they can. The message of the 
mayor was referred to the street com- 
mittee. 

New Water Works Pump. 

A communication was read from the 
water board urging the purchase of a 
new 18,000,000-gallon pump for station No. 
i; at the river. This, it is stated, is neces~ 
sitated by increased demands on the 
water supply, as well as to be provided 
for any accident or emergency. 

The Holly Manufacturing Company has 
agreed to construct and set up such a 
pump at station No, 1 within twelve 
months from the time the contract is 
signed, at the same price as was paid 
for the j15,000,000-gallon pump at the 
Hemphill station, namely $98,277, of which 
25 per cent is to be paid on the completion 
of the work, and 2% per cent each year 
thereafter for three years.

evidence of a year’s achievement which 
might fairly be made a type of the best 
southern college work. 

Beginning on Sunday with a religious 
service, of which the baccalaureate ai- 
dress was a feature, the commencement 
continued with the junior celebration yes- 
terday afternoon and the senior celebra- 
tion last night, and it will close with the 
annual concert and graduating exercises 
tunight. Large audiences have attended 
these various events, over which they 
have, on each occasion, enthused, and 
the ending tonight will be the most bril- 
liant event of all in point of programme 
and attendance. 

The college is at its best now that the 
cumpus is flourishing with spring, and 
visitors to the commencement exercises 
have been favorably impressed 
outset by the more than pleasing appear- 
ance of the grounds, which form an at- 
tractive setting for the handsome main 
building.

July Wheat Opened a Little Easier on 
the Cabies. 


PIT TRADERS BID PRICE UP 


Close Was at Small Fractional Gain. 
Corn Firm and Higher—Oats 
Firm and Unchanged—Pro- 
visions Weak, 5 to 
7 1-2c Lower. 


Chicago, May 25.—Wheat, with the ex- 
ception of May, showed. firmness, July 
closing with a gain of i1-4c. Corn was 
firm with higher prices all around, final 
figures showing July up 1-2c. Oats were 
easier early, but strengthened with 
wheat and closed firm and unchanged. 
Provisions were weak and closed 5 to 
71-2c lower. 

Armour sold May wheat early and 
caused weakness in that delivery, which 
s00n was reflected in the later options. 
July, haVing opened a little easier on the 
cables unchanged to 1-8c lower at 73 1-2@ 
78 5-8c, followed with a decline to 73 1-4c. 
Qn attempting to buy at the decline, how- 
ever, pit traders, having sold short Juiy 
and September, they were forced to bid 
the market up again and July advanced 
to 741-8c. Buying by St. Louis houscs 
also helped the late strength. Toward 
the close sentiment became divided and 
the market eased off, final figures for 
July showing an advance of 1-8c at 
73 7-8c. The visible supply showed a ¢de- 
crease of 3,453,000, compared with a year 
ago. Clearances of wheat and flour were 
equal ‘to 222,000 bushels. Primary re- 
ceipts were 435,000 bushels, against 392,000 
last year. Minneapolis and Duluth re- 
ported receipts of 275 cars, which, with 
local receipts of 38, none contract, made 
the total receipts for the three points of 
313, against 208 last week and 22 a year 
ago. 

Good buying by commission houses on 
steady cables and adverse crop reports 
caused firmness in corn. The selling was 
scattered, and there was not much on 
the market. July closed 1-2c higher at 
451-8c after ranging between 441-2Zc, near 
the opening, and 4 1-8c. There was some 
local selling due to increases in country 
offerings, but the volume of business was 
small. Receipts 479 cars, with 61 con- 
tract. 

Oats were .affected by wheat, and an 
easier feeling prevailed. Offerings were 
well taken, however, and prices. ruled 
steady. The close showed July ' un- 
changed at Saturday's figures. The 
market ranged between 33 1-2@33 5-8c and 
34c. Sentiment is still somewhat bullish 
on erop conditions. Receipts 260 cars. 

Large receipts and low prices for hogs 
at the yards gave a week tone to the 
trovision market.
